Bond Issue oO Siwsied 


Reaffirming its opposition to 
the proposed Chaffey $2,000,000 
bond issue scheduled to come be- 
fore the voters Friday, the San 
Bernardino County Taxpayers’ 
association today stated that high 
school needs are “not so press- 
ing’ as elementary school needs 
at the present time 

In an official statement releas- 
ed this morning, the association 
said; 

“These elementary needs must 
be given careful consideration, 
and ahead of present high school 
needs.” , 

Surveys Need 

The statement surveys the needs 
of the ,elementary schools and 
quotes figures showing what is 
being proposed and what is need- 
ed in the way of such school fa- 
cilities, as follows: 

“Ontario is proposing this 
month an elementary school bond 
issue for $1,000,000, which will 
put that district within about 
$28,000 of its bonding limit, yet, 
it has been stated, that this 
amount will only meet the needs 
through 1950-51;. It is a gener- 
ally accepted fact that element- 


ary school enrollments in 1952-53, 
or later, will far exceed the 1950-' 
51 enrollments, which means that 
Ontario will soon have to go be- 
yond its present maximum bond- 
ing limit or will have to obtain 
a loan or grant from the state, 
The state is not in a favorable 
financial position at this time, ac-| 
cording to the state department of 
finance,” 
In Upland 
Considering the situation in Up- 
land, the association stated; 
“Although the extent of con- 
struction in the Upland element- 
ary district has not yet been de- 
termined, that system will need a 
direct’ tax increase or a bond is- 
sue in the immediate future to 
meet its expansion requirements.” 
In connection with the Fontana 
situation, the association says 
that it is “presently operating un- 
der a direct tax for its building 
program, and is considering the 
advisability of a bond issue”. 
The assvuciation, in its state- 
ment, insisted that “careful plan- 
ning should precede the calling of 
a bond election”, and further elab- 
orated: 


“Planning must include com- 
parative data on types of con- 
struction, architectural design, 
facilities, equipment and cost es- 
timates that are realistic. From 


such a program will come a sound 
high school development in Fon- 
tana-~—-a need which the associa- 
tion recognizes—a need which the 
association believes has existed 
for some time. © This is a need 
which should not require a $500,- 
000 coat-tail rider for “vote ap- 
peal’—on which Fontana, as well 
as every other part. of the district, 
will pay tax money actually need- 
ed for elementary schools, needed 
for hospital facilities, needed for 
sewage disposal plants, and for 
other community services. 

Such planning should be arrang- 
ed over a two to three-year per- 
iad, the association believes.

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Drastic Revision of Courts . 


SACRAMENTO (7) — There 
is every indication ‘the legislature 
will attempt to revise—drastical- 
ly in some cases—courts, their 
procedures and criminal law. 

The heavy introduction of bills 
dealing: with crime, penal insti- 
tutions and courts’ largely stems 
from studies made by the gover- 
nor’s crime commissions and the 
legislature’s own interim commit- 
tees. 

Look for the bitterest debate to 
develop around Gov. Warren’s re- 
quest-that his commission on or- 
‘ganized crime be continued. It 
was one of five authorized by the 
last legislature, and the most 
widely known because of its slot 
machine invy@stigations. 

The .state’s rapidly expanding 
population has made itself felt 
on county jails. Investigators have 
found some _ overcrowded; _ill- 
equipped and unsanitary. 
Assemblyman Vernon Kilpatrick, 
Los Angeles, author of many bills 
on the subject, would empower the 
state director of corrections to 
act in such cases. On his complaint 
the attorney general or district 
attorney would be required to 
bring action to abate the jail as 
@ public nuisance. The court would 
designate the place where the pri- 
soners were to be transferred. 

To-assist counties in improving 
their jails, Kilpatrick would set 
up a $500,000 fund. The state would 
pay up to 25 per cent of remod- 
eling or new construction costs 
in counties. However, no county 
would be permitted to get more 
than $100,000 in two years. 

There are several bills dealing 
with sexual psychopaths.

They will receive $1,500,000 for 
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Lt. Louis H. Breininger, pilot, of Glen- 


over $760,000 of the cost. 

The plan is of benefit to all 
parts of the district. There is no 
need to fear Fontana’s possible 
withdrawal since it would really 
make very little difference. 

Legal Aspect 

The legal aspect of the possible 
withdrawal was clarified early in 
the fall of 1948. 

An opinion from the San Ber- 
nardino county cousel was submit- 
ted to the Attornel General of the 
State of California, who concurred. 

If Fontana should withdraw 
from the Chaffey district after 
the new high school is constructed, 
the bonds wouldbe paid off by 
Fontana and the balance of the 
district on the same basis as 
though the separated areas were 
still in the Chaffey district. 

In conclusion, the Chaffey board 
of trustees again wishes to state 
its position.
